A device comprising a dancing roller (4) and a stopping means {2) is used for 
establishing an imbricated stream of flat articles <4}Hn particular of printed products 
such as newspapers, magazines or brochures^ from a supp li ed i mbr i catod str eam 
or str e am of imbr i cated stacks or from a stack of the art i c l es (A). The dancing roller 
(4) and the stopping means (2) co-operate with a conveying surface {3). The 
conveying surface {3} acts on the imbricated stream from the side of the trailing 
article edges. The dancing roller (4} and the stopping means {2) act on the side of 
the leading article edges. The dancing roller (4) is arranged downstream of the 
stopping means (2) and controls the stopping means {2), by being mechanically 
coupled to it, in such a manner, that the width of a passage gap between the 
stopping means (2) and the conveying surface {3) is enlarged such, that an article 
£4) held up by the stopping means is able to pass through the passage gap, when 
the dancing roller senses the leading edge of the preceding article. Th e d e v i ce is 
s u i tabl e for b ei ng e mp l oy e d in part i cu l ar in th e furth e r proc e ss i ng of print e d 
products, e .g., for e stabl i sh i ng i mbricat e d str e ams of ind i v i dua l print e d products from 
str e ams of imbr i cat e d s tacks.
